“ Wise use of 
available 
moisture helps keep your 
lawn and garden plants 
growing and healthy while at 
the same time reducing the 
amount of irrigation water

suggests a good mulch at 
least two inches deep around 
flowers, shrubs and other 
plants.

soil surface, lowers the soil 
temperature, reduces weed 
growth and cuts down on soil 
cultivation. 
Shredded pine 
bark, 
pine 
straw , 
wood 
chips, chopped wheat or oat 
straw

organic 
matter is good for mulching. 
When 
w ater, 
the 
hor­ 
ticulturist 
recom m ends 
soaking the soil to a depth of 
6 to IO inches. Of course, 
where the surface is sloping, 
water should be reduced to 
avoid excessive runoff.

soil. Severe foliage burn can

Fertilize lawns when 
needed since a well-fertilized 
lawn will use water more 
efficiently and will require 
less water to keep it alive.
